The ordinance provides that no person 


or corporation shall be allowed to drive 
piles, build houses or wharves over tho 
river, nor shall throw ashes or any refuse 
matter having a tendency to impede nav- 
igation or stop the flow of water in the 
river.

Tho following additional ordinances 


were then adopted, under a suspension 
of the rules:

motive engine, passenger, freight or any 
kind of train shall run iu the city limits 
at a greater speed thau six miles au hour,

An ordinance providing against tho ob- 


struction of streets: No owner or driver 
of a vehicle shall allow any horse or ve-

soliciting travel. No horse or vehicle 
shall bu allowed to slaud in any street of 
the city without being secured. No rail- 
road car or train shall obstruct the pas- 
sage of any street, highway or sidewalk 
for more than toil consecutive minutes.

to pavements, culverts drains and sewers1 


An ordinance against disorderly prac- 


tices, providing that no ball alley, billiard 
table, dice or any kind of device, shall 
bo kept as an inducement to gaming. It 
also provides against begging, houses of 
ill fame, and visiting such houses, drunk- 
enness and other vices. 


An ordinance to prevent injury to 


streets aud the encumbrance or obstruc- 
tion thereof. 


Au ordinance to preserve the health of 


the inhabitants of the city, providing 
against throwing offal, carcasses of any 
animals, or other filth iu the streets or 
river, or leaving or depositing such ob- 
jectionable objects in the street. No dead 
auirnal shall bo buried in the city limits. 


An ordinance to provide for cleaning 


sidewalks and certain streets. 


An ordinance to provide against the 


obstruction of and injury to sidewalks 
and cross-walks. 


An ordinance iu relation to accounts 


and city orders. 


An ordinance for the protection of lamp 


posts, and to prevent the extinguishing 
of street lamps. 


An ordinance to prevent horse racing, 


or riding or driving at a rate of over six 
miles an hour. 


An ordinance to prevent tho soliciting 


of passengers a tdepots and to prevent the 
hindrance and delay of passengers. 


Au ordinance to prevent tho burial of 


the dead within the limits ot the city. 


An ordinance to prevent bathing or 


swimming in Rock river. 


Aid. Fifield made a statement to tho 


Council that Mr. Woodruff, in building 
his new factory, was obstructing Frank- 
lin street, and the matter was referred to 
the railroad committee. 


The Mayor informed the Council that 


John W. Allen had sued the city for his 
unpaid bill for planting trees in the 
parks, and the City attorney was instruct- 
ed to defend the city. 


On motion tha Council adjourned to 


next Monday night.
